I have long shown an intense 

interest in the problems faring 
our motoring public.

It was at my urging that 
emergency telephones were in­ 
stalled on the frveways — trie- 
phones which now are being 
used to handle more than 5,000 
emergencies each month.

It also was at my urging that 
center barriers were installed 
on freeways to prevent head-on 
crashes.

In addition, I have made ev­ 
ery effort to control some of the 
problems automobiles cause — 
such as air pollution.

IN A RECENT effort in my 
15-year campaign against auto 
smog, I asked the County Coun­ 
sel to investigate the possibili­ 
ties of the county of Los An­ 
geles filing an independent 
smog suit against the auotmo­ 
tive industry.

But another problem involves 
the roads we drive on. I am 
speaking specifically of freeway 
bottlenecks and poor design.

These bottlenecks not only are 
annoying and tlmr-consumlng In 
this county of automobiles, but 
often are hazardous.
